The King 
of France and his mother were at the head of 
the conspiracy ; and the signal for the begin- 
ning of the bloodshed was the tolling of a 
charch bell, in the immediate neighborhood of 
the Royal Palace. Men and women of the Re- 
formed Religion, and their innocent children, 
were assassinated, under the encouragement 
and superintendence of the Church and State, 
jp all quarters of Paris. The chief man of the 
Haguenofs—the famous Admiral de Coligny— 
suffered with the rest of the victims. He was 
officially murdered at night, in his own house, 
and his dead body was thrown from the win- 
dow of his bed-chamber into the court-yard be 
low. This atrocious massacre was per’ ’ 
in the name of Christianity; and was invented 
and directed by men who were acquainted with 
the existence of the New Testament, and who, 
in the natural ccurse of their studies, must 
have read the words of the Sermon on the 
Mount. 

In those times of savage uly, and of worse 
than Pagan wickedness, there lived at Paris 
two brothers, who were Huguenots, and gentle- 
men of distinction in that day. One of the 
brothers bore his family name, and was called 
Monsieur de la Foree. The other was known 
by the title of the Sieur de Caumont. P 

It so happened that some time before the 
day of the massacre, M. de la Force, the young- 
er of the two brothers, had proved himself to 
be a good customer and friend to a certain 
ec a of whom he had purchased, on 
various occasions, nine or ten horses. Strange 
as it may appear, this person, although he was 
a horse-dealer, was really a sensible, humane, 
and honest man. A few hours before the mas- 
sacre began, he happened to be in the neigh- 
borhood of Admiral de Coligny’s house, and he 
there saw or heard something which gave him 
a suspicion of the murders which the Papists 
were then on the point of committing. He im- 
mediately thought of his kind patron and cus- 
tomer, and determined to warn him in time of 
the imminent danger to which he was exposed, 
as 8 man of distinction among the Huguenots. 
To do this, it was necessary for the horse-dealer 
to cross the Seine, M. de la Force living on that 
bank of the river which was opposite to the 
bank on which the King’s Palace and the house 
of Admiral de Coligny were situated. 

The river Seine was crossed by ferry-boats 
in those days. When the horse-dealer reached 
that part of the bank on which the Royal Pal- 
ace stood, and asked for passage in one of the 
ferry-boats in attendance there, he was told that 
they were all engaged on special service. He

vant, Gast, to his sister-in-law, 
Brisembourg, who lived at the Arsenal.

Hearing these words, the servants hesitated 
about taking to flight by themselves, not know- 
ing where to go, and not having any means of 
procuring horses.

The rest of the day passed, and the night 
followed, and nothing happened. Neither 
Captain Martin nor any of his men came near 
the house. On the next day, when the ransom 
was due, there arrived, instead of the Captain, 
who was to receive it, a certain Papist noble- 
man, named the Count de Coconas, followed 
by a guard of forty soldiers. The Count in- 
formed M. de la Force that the King’s brother 
had heard of their being taken prisoners, and 





went a litile farther on, to try what he could 
do at the next station—but here the ferry-boats 
had all been removed. Knowing that the min- 
utes were precious, and determined to succeed 
in his errand of mercy, the brave man took off 
his clothes, tied them in a bundle on his head, 
and passed the river by swimming. Once on 
the other bank, he lost no time in going straight 
to the house of M, de la Force, and warning 
him of his danger. The Huguenot gentleman 
thereupon immediately betook himself to his 
brother, the Sieur de Caumont, who lived near 
him; and the two called together all their 
friends of the Reformed Religion who were 
within reach, to consult on the best means of 
escaping the deadly danger which now threat- 
ened them. 

After some discussion, the Sieur de Caumont, 
ignorant of the part which the King had se- 
cretly taken in organizing the massacre, pro- 
posed that all the persons assembled should 


go straight to the palace, and place themselves | . 


under the royal protection. This advice was 
adopted, and they set forth at once for the 
nearest station of ferry-boats on that side of 
the river, 

Arrived at the place, they found that every 
one of the boats had been removed to the op- 
posite bank. This circumstance aroused their 
suspicions, and forced them to the conclusion 
that the conspiracy against their lives was 
sanctioned in high official quarters. They re- 
solved to return immediately; to get.to horse 
with their families; to muster in a park in the 
neighborhood of Paris, called the Pré-aux- 
Cleres, and thence to escape to the safest places 
of refuge at their disposal in the country. 

While they were preparing for departure, 
news came that the ferry-boats were approach- 
ing the side of the river on which they lived, 
all filled with soldiers armed to the teeth. 

Upon this, the fugitives mounted, without 
losing another instant, and made for the Pre. 
sux-Clercs. The horses were ready for M. de 
la Force and his brother. The Sieur de Cau- 
mont rode off with the rest. M. de la Force 
(who was a widower) was detained by some 
difficulty in getting his two boys safely on horse- 
back—was detained so long that he gave up all 
hope of joining the fugitives; and, returning 
to his house, closed all the doors, and deter- 
mined to defend his children and himself on his 
own hearth.

A summary in the Intelligencer presents a 
satisfactory view of to-day’s proceedings, as 
follows :

Mr. Mason defended the resolution of the 
committee, and considered that the forcible 
measures whose contingency was contempla- 
ted, were sufficiently justified by the violent 
conduct of certain citizens of Paraguay, in 
firing into an American vessel and destroying 
American property. < 

The further discussion of the subject was 
interrupted by the errival of the time appoint- 
ed for the consideration of the special order, 
being the deficiency bill, which was then de- 
bated upon a great variety of amendments, 
some of which Were adopted, and reconsidered 
almost as soon as passed.

HOW WASHINGTON BEHAVED WHEN HE 
WAS IN THE WRONG. 


An incident in the Virginians, representing 
Washington as ready to accept a challenge, has 
led Leslie’e Illustrated paper to reprint the fol- 
lowing pertinent anecdote from Weems’s Life 
of Washington: 


“Tn 1774, Washington was stationed at Alex- 
andria with his regiment, the only one of the 
colony, of which he was colonel. There hap- 
pened to be at this time an election in the 
town, for members of the Assembly, and the 
contest ran high between Col. George Fairfax 
and Mr. Elizey. Washington was a warm 
friend of Col. Fairfax, and a Mr. Payne headed 
the friends of Mr. Elizey. A. dispute taking 
place in the court-house yard, Washington, at 
this time not twenty-two years of age, contrary 
to his usual manner, became excited, and, what 
was still more uncommon, said something that 
offended ‘Mr. Payne, whereupon the little gen- 
tleman, who, ‘ though but a cub in size,’ raised 
his sturdy hickory, and by single blow brought 
Washington to the ground. 

“ Several of Washington’s officers being pres- 
ent, they whipped out their irons in an instant, 
and it was supposed that there would be mur- 
der off hand. To make bad worse, the mem- 
bers of the regiment, hearing how their com- 
mander had been treated, bolted out of the 
barracks, every man with his weapon, threaten- 
ing vengeance on those who dared to knock 
down their loved Colonel, 


“ Happy for Mr. Payne and his party, Wash- 
ington recovered time enough to go out and 
meet his enraged soldiers, and, after thanking 
them for their expression of attachment, as- 
sured them that he was not hurt in the least, 
and begged them, as they loved him and their 
duty, to return to their barracks. As to Wash- 
ington himself, he went to his room, and find- 
ing, on mature reflection, that he had been the 
aggressor, he determined to make Mr. Payne 
honorable reparation, by asking his pardon on 
the morrow. No sooner had he made this noble 
resolution than he recovered his natural calm- 
ness of manner, dressed himself, and went to a 
ball, behaving as if nothing had happened. 

“The next day he went to a tavern, and 
wrote a polite note to Mr. Payne, requesting to 
see him: Mr. Payne presumed the import of 
it was a challenge for a duel, and repaired to 
the place appointed for the meeting, expecting 
to see a pair of pistols introduced. But con- 
ceive his surprice upon entering the chamber 
where Washington was, he discovered a de- 
canter of wine and glasses upon the table, and 
upon his entering, Washington arose, and in a 
very friendly manner met him, and presented 
him his hand, saying: : 

“Mr, Payne, to err sometimes is nature ; to 
rectify error is moe glory. I find I was wrong 
in the affair yesterday; you have had, I think, 
some satisfaction, and if you think that is suf- 
ficient, here’s my hand, let us be friends.’ It 
is only necessary to say, that from this time 
Mr. Payne became one of Washington’s most 
enthusiastic admirers and friends. If this con- 
duct had not been deemed in Washington to 
arise from magnanimity, and not from fear, 
then he could not have become the immortal 
hero he is regarded in history.”

ARE WORKING-MEN “SLAVES?” 
SPEECH OF HON. HENRY WILSON, 


OF MASSACHUSETTS, | 
In Reply to the Hon. J. H. Hammond, of South 
Carolina, in the Senate, March 20, 1858, on the 
Bill to Admit Kansas under the Lecompton 
Constitution. ; 


Mr. Presipent: This debate, in 
which so many Sickateas band qtvtitige » is 
hastening to its close, Hundreds of thousands 
of the American people have watched its pro- 
gress with the most intense and painful solici- 
tude. When the President precipitated the 
question upon the country in his annual message, 
we were with the most profound ap- 
prehension for the result, Hardly a ray of hope 
illumined our pathway. We heard the impe- 
rious voice of that gigantic power which sways 
the National Government, demanding the con- 
summation of this crime against the people of 
Kansas. We saw the Chief Magistrate of the 
Republic holding in one hand honors and pat- 
ronage, to seduce and corrupt; and in the other, 
power to smite down him who would not yield 
to his glittering blandishments. During these 
hundred days of conflict, we have seen the 
honogs, the -pemannge, and the power of this 
Government openly prostituted by the Presi- 
dent to seduce the weak, and to strike down 
life-long Democrats who could not be won by 
corruption. Never has this nation witnessed 
such shameless and indecent prostitution of Ex- 
ecutive power. Never have we witnessed such 
reeking corruption or such abject and unblush- 
ing servility. In spite, however, of the potent 
influences of Executive powers of corruption 
and vengeance, of seryility and treachery, our 
fears have yielded to our hopes, and our hopes 
are fast ripening into convictions, that this Le- 
compton Constitution can never receive the 
sanction of the Congress of the United States. 
Our hope is now strong that this Lecompton 
Constitution, the Slave Power, and this Admin- 
istration, will be consigned to that grave which 
knows no resurrection. The Administration 
may, by the corrupt appliances of Executive 
power, win a barren and fleeting triumph, but 
the signs all around us indicate that it is doomed 
to utter defeat; that the Slave Power will fall 
with it, to rise rot again; and that the intelli- 
pent and patriotic men of the country, who love 

iberty and loathe fraud—men who are loyal to 
the Constitution and the Union, to law and or- 
der—will taxe the helm and guide the ship of 
State hereafter on her course. 

Sir, that pure, patriotic, and illustrious states- 
man, John Quincy Adams, has left recorded in 
his diary these pregnant words: “It is among 
the evils of Slavery, that it taints the very 
sources of moral principle,’’ “ establishes falee 
estimates of virtue and vice,” and “ perverts hu- 
man reason.” Day by day, as I have watched 
the startling events which have transpired in 
the ill-starred Territory of Kansas—day by day, 
as I have listened to the studied perversions of 
those deeds of fraud and violence, trickery and 
falsehood, I have been reminded of the signifi- 
cant words of the great statesman, whose rich 
learning, varied and vast acquisitions, ripe ex- 
perience, and matured intellect, were devoted 
to the high service of the Republic, at home 
and abroad, for half a century. In this age, 
and in this Jand, where the lights of Christian 
civilization are flashing upon our pathway, that 
moral nature must be tainted, that heart must 
form false estimates of virtue and vice, and that 
reason must be perverted, before any citizen of 
America could be impelled to enact such crimes 
as have been enacted in Kansas, or uphold, de- 
fend, or apologize for them. Perverted reason 
and tainted moral principle may lare or impel 
to the commission of such acts as have stained 
the history of that Territory; but let Presidents 
and Senators remember, that from the hour the 
tempter glided into Paradise, and hissed into 
the too willing ear of the mother of mankind 
disobedience to the “higher law,” to the con- 


summation of this work, no genius, ‘no learn- 
ing, no eloquence, could 


“ Blazon evil deeds or consecrate a crime.” 


Great advocates have won fame before the ju- 
dicial tribunals of the world in defence of great 
criminals, but that page of human history is 
yet to be written, which shall record the endu- 
ring fame of statesmen won in the vindication 
of crimes against the rights of the people. 

The right of the people to frame their own 
forms of Government, as to them shall seem 
most conducive to their happiness, isan achieved 
American right. It was won, not by your 
Kansas-Nebraska act—it was won eighty-two 
years ago, in the fire and blood of the Revolu- 
tion. In amending old Constitutions, or in 
framing new ones, we should, either in the 
State or in Congress, rise above little techni- 
calities and forms. We should remember the 
words of James Madison, “that forms ought to 
‘ give way to substance; that a rigid adherence 
‘to forms would render nominal and nugatory 
‘ the transcendent and precious rights of the peo- 
ple.” The “Old Thirteen” received their char- 
ters from the Crown of England ; and when in- 
dependence was proclaimed, they changed their 
forms of Government in their own time and way. 
Kighteen new States have formed, some by 
spontaneons movements of the people, some by 
legislative authority, and some by enabling 
acts, Constitutions, and joined this. sisterhood 
of free Commonwealths. The statesmen of the 
country have generally risen above little tech- 
nicalities and forms; they have generally sought 
to learn the will of the people of the new States 
and of the country, and to see if the Constitu- 
tions presented were republican. Never have 
we witnessed such an exhibition of special- 
ties and technicalities as in this case of .Kan- 
sas. Sir, the records of both Houses of Con- 
gress, and the archives of the Executive de- 
partment, will bear to all future time evidences 
of what Mr. Madison called “the little ill-timed 
scruples, and the zeal for ahhering to ordinary 
forms, under the masks of which” the rights 
of the people have been sacrificed, and their 
will baffled. The people of that Territory have 
been stigmatized in official papers, and in both 
Houses of Congress, as “rebels,” and “ revolu- 
tionists,” and “traitors,” for exeréising the 
clearest rights of American citizens. The Con- 
gress of the United States is not the place for 
these exhibitions of the little technicalities and 
specialties of third-rate county courts. 

Senators gravely insist upon the most rigid 
adherence to the forms of laws, when they 
know that the transcendent and precious rights 
of the people have been, and will be, sacrificed 
by adherents to forms. They boldly deny es- 
tablished historical facts, because these facts 
are not officially proven; and they will not al- 
low them to be officially established. Fraud 
taints everything—all legal proceedings and 
contracts, even the marriage contract—every- 
thing except this Lecompton Constitution ; and 
fraud seems to sanction this deformed monstros- 
ity. Sir, there is not a Senator here, there is 
not an intelligent man in America, who does 
not know that this Lecompton Constitution is 
not sustained by the people of Kansas. There 
is not an intelligent man in America who does 
not know that this Constitution is tainted and 
vitiated by frauds and by violence. The evi- 
dence of this is as coriclusive as is the evidence 
that the armies of England, France, and Rus 
sia, met at Sebastopol ; that the light brigade 
charged at Balaklava; that the Redan and 
Malakoff were stormed. The acts of violence 
and fraud in Kansas are matters of history, 
proved by Congressional investigation; by the 
evidence of Governors Reeder, Geary, Walker,

quatification for her legislators, and denies to 
her people the right-to vote for Governor or 
President, and that the Senator has endorsed, 
without reserve, the sentiment of Governor 
McDuffie, that “Slavery is the eorner-stone of 
the republican edifice,” and “repudiates as 
ridiculously absurd that much-lauded but no- 
where accredited motto of Mr. Jefferson, that 
all men sre created equal,” we shall not be sur- 
prised at this distrust of the people, this avowal 
of this aristocratic, autocratic, and oligarchic 
sentiment. 

But the Senator from South Carolina, after 
confessing his ignorance of the events which 
have produced this Lecompton Constitution, 
does not allow his admitted want of knowledge 
to restrain him from the expression of the 
opinion, that “if there were frauds, they were 
equally great on all sides.” We should be 
charitiable to confessed ignorance, but we are 
not. required to be charitable to the presump- 
tuous expression of opinion based upon confess- 
ed ignorance. The Senator talks about “ regi- 
ments of emigrants recruited in the purlieus of 
the great cities of the North, and sent out, 
armed with Sharpe’s rifles and bowie knives 
and revolvers, to conquer F'reedom for Kansas!’ 
Sir, had the Senator deigned to study, or rather 
had the Senator studied as a Senator should 
have dona, the details of the history of Kansas, 
he never would have given utterance to such 
language. The Senator goes on to charge the 
people of Kansas with “ refraining from going 
‘ to the polls, and meking it a free State, when 
‘ they had the power, in order to defeat and de- 
‘ stroy the Democratic party.” This abaurd 
declaration has no foundation in fact, and every 
intelligent man in America, who understands the 
affairs of Kansas, and whose opinions are of 
any value, knows this to be so. Equally ab- 
surd is the declaration, that Senators on this 
side of the Chamber “do not wish to defeat 
this bill,” that we have “ brought this imbrog- 
lio for the very purpose” of “crushing out the 


Democratic party in the North.” These char- 
ges and insitiuattons will Lave bee Metle weight 


among men who have any knowledge of the 
facts; pethaps they may serve further to mis- 
lead those who have already been misled. 

But the Senator tells us, Mr. President, that 
“the object of the discussion ” on this side of 
the Chamber “is to agitate the question of Sia- 
very,” and he authoritatively announces to us 
that the time has gone by to discuss this ques- 
tion of Slavery in the abstract; and he declares 
that “it should be, and must be, discussed as a 
practical thing—as a thing that ie, and is to 
be”—an “ineradicable thing.” Assuming 
that Slavery “ is’ to be ineradicable,” he is ready 
for a “ final and conclusive settlement now ;” 
and he “ brings the North and the South face 
to face,” to see what “ resources each bave in 
the contingency of separate organization! ” 

After referring, Mr. President, to the eight 
hundred and fifty thousand square miles of 
territory in the South ; to its fine soil and de- 
lightful climate; to the control of the great 
valley of the Mississippi, the seat of future 
empire, which she will maintain forever, the 
Senator bdasts that “they have on their muster- 
rolls a million of men,” “men brought up on 
horseback, with guns in their hands,” and that 
“in an emergency every one of them would be 
available.” Sir, this idle boast is simply ridic- 
ulous. It will excite a smile everywhere among 
people who have any adequate conception of 
what is necessary to embody ard support, even 
for a few months, a large military force. This 
jubilant boast reminds me of the brilliant con- 
ception of “lengthening their bayonets one 
foot,” ascribed to Governor McDuffie, at the 
time when South Carolina was big with nullifi- 
cation; when we New England Yankees were 
casting cannon, making swords, and even mil- 
itary buttons to gild the uniform of the chival- 
ry who were strutting after the banners of dis- 
union. ¢ 

Having, Mr. President, vaunted their prowess 
and military resources, the Senator tarns to the 
exports of the South, and he asserts that the 
wealth of a nation depends entirely upon its 
surplus export productions. If the theory that 
the foreign exports of a nation are the measure 
of the productive wealth of a nation be trae, 
the South ought to be a very rich country—far 
more wealthy than the North. If it be. true, 
the nation now in possession of $9,700,000,000 
ought to be poor indeed, for, since the adop- 
tion of the Constitution, we have imported 
more than we have exported by $800,000,000. 
If we credit the Senator’s ses vauntings of 
surplus exports of the South, we must believe 
she is the seat of commercial power, of accu- 
mulated capital, of railroads, of ships ; the sec- 
tion to which you can look for surplus capital, 
to which the Government now looks for the pur- 
chase of its twenty millions of Treasury notes. 
Sir, the South may export her millions of dol- 
lars of cotton, rice, and tobacco, year after year, 
and she may do so at a loss of millions anoually. 
She mayimport from the East and from the 
West, as she often has done, millions more than 
she receives for her exports. LHvery merchart 
and business man in America knows this to 
he 80. 

Sir, the Serator from South Carolina assures 
us that “the South is perfectly competent to go 
on One, two, or three years, without planting a 
seed of cotton!” - The South, with millions 
iavested in lands and in slaves, able to stop 
planting cotton for three years! Sir, they can 
cnly stop by ceasing to fulfil their obligations, 
and by sacrificing in oné year, in the value of 
Jands’ and slaves, more than the value of three 
cotton crops. How many.of the cotton-growers
